War bond subscriptions in the 
Second War Loan Drive totaled 
$29,070,457 for St. Louis and the 
County this morning, 31 per cent 
of the $93,540,000 goal. This repre- 
sented progress in the first two 
days of the campaign. 

The response so far has greatly 
exceeded the expectations of the 
campaign managers. Subscrip- 
tions running well into six figures 
were becoming fairly common, and 
there were hundreds of smaller 
purchases by persons in all walks 
of life to swell the total. 

A subscription of $1,500,000 by the 
Ralston Purina Co., received to- 
day, was not included in this morn- 
ing’s tabulation. The check was 
presented to-Walter W. Head, 
chairman of the Victory Fund 
Committee for the Eighth (St. 
Louis) Federal Reserve District 
and to Chapin S. Newhard, cam- 
paign chairman, in a ceremony at 
noon attended by 700 office em- 
ployes of the Ralston firm in their 
cafeteria. 

Donald Danforth, president of 
the company, delivered its check 
after a brief speaking program. 
Earlier there had been a parade 
through the plant, and a similar 
speaking program in the separate 
cafeteria for plant employes. 

Ferguson Over the Top. 

What happened in Ferguson, if 
not typical, was indicative. Fergu- 
son, a community with a population 
of 5700 in the last census, had a 
quota of $93,600. Its first report, 
turned in yesterday, showed sub- 
scriptions of $275,000. W. C, Ros- 
enbaum, chairman of the cam- 
paign there, fixed the new quota 
at $500,000. 

Another encouraging report 
came from the 20 outlying banks 
which have teams of selesmen 50- 
liciting pledges from bank cus- 
tomers and employes. Their first 
report showed $2,064,168, with re- 
ports yet to be received from three 
of the banks. In the first war 
loan drive, last December, these 
bank teams brought in only 
$1,717,050 for the whole campaign.

Delay to Permit Re-Examination of Beef, 
Mutton Schedules—Hint That Some Re- 


Be Ordered. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
today postponed for a month the 
effective dates of its newly an- 
nounced retail prices on beef, veal, 
lamb and mutton and hinted some 
of the prices: may be cut down be- 
fore being reinstated. 


The new prices, standardized by 
regions and classes of stores, would 
have gone into effect tomorrow 
morning. The new effective date 
will be May 17. 

OPA said the postponement was 
ordered “to permit a re-examina- 
tion of the prices in the light of 
the recent ‘hold-the-line’ presiden- 
tial order.” 

Meanwhile, OPA regional and 
district offices have been “instruct- 
ed to make an immediate check of 
the new retail ceilings against re- 


tail prices in effect at the time of 
the President’s order.” 

On the basis of these surveys, 
together with trade meetings, OPA 
said it “will determine whether re- 
visions are needed.” 

No immediate indication was 
available from official sources as 
to OPA’s intent concerning price 
revisions, but some officials 
acknowledged that protests have 
arisen because in a large number 
of cases the proposed beef-veal- 
lamb-mutton prices appeared to 
permit large chain stores to in- 
crease prices by substantial per- 
centages. Some chains that had 
unusually low prices on popular 
steaks would have been permitted 
nearly to double their prices.

COOL NIGHT LIKELY

GARDENERS WARNED 


Frost Did Little Damage to 
Gardens—Most Vegetables 
Planted Are Hardy. 


It was nip and tuck last night 
between frost and victory garden- 
ers, with the frost nipping tender 
plants set out too soon and many 
gardeners tucking in their seed- 
lings with newspapers, sacks and 
baskets. 

But generally the gardeners won 
out as few had set out tender 
transplants, and the frost, the 
Weather Bureau reported, was 
light. The temperature, as record- 
ed by the bureau, reached a low 
of 30 degrees at 6 a. m. today, with 
a low of 28 noted by the station 
at the Municipal Airport. 

St. Louis County Farm Agent 
Paul M. Bernard reported there 
was little damage to vegetables 
and fruit trees. Effect of the low 
temperatures was offset somewhat 
by wind, he said. Early plantings 
of grains and hardy vegetables by 
farmers were not hurt, he said, 
adding that victory gardeners who 
set out tender transplants should 
blame any damage on their own 
enthusiasm. 

Although early vegetables such 
as radishes, lettuce, beets, carrots 
and peas likely will withstand tem- 
peratures below freezing, gardeners 
were preparing to give protection 
again tonight in view of the 
Weather Bureau’s forecast of con- 
tinued cold weather with lowest 
temperature from 28 to 32 degrees. 
Snow flurries reported yester- 
day by the Weather Bureau, again 
were observed this afternoon. 


70 CONSCIENTIOUS 
OBJECTORS TO GO 
TO JOBS IN CHINA 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—For the first time in American 
history, American conscientious ob- 
jectors will be sent to China to 
work, 

The Selective Service Bureau an- 
nounced yesterday that 70 men 
who had refused on religious 
grounds to serve as noncombatants 
in the armed forces will go to 
Chungking, China, to work on med- 
ical, sanitary and health projects. 
To allow the assignment of such 
objectors, the Chungking projects 
had to be designated as “work of 
national importance.” The men 
will work under the direction of 
the Friends’ Service Committee on 
projects designated by the Chinese 
Government’s Ministry of Health.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 14.— 
The proposed State biennial relief 
appropriation of three million dol- 
lars was criticised by ministers, 
social workers and educators as 
“grossly inadequate” to care for 
the State’s 29,000 unemployable 
needy persons, at a hearing last 
night before the House Appropri- 
ations subcommittee on social se- 
curity allotments. 


Philip S. Akre, executive secre- 
tary of the Family Service Society 
of St. Louis County, warned the 
committee that “poverty” relief 
grants would cause increased de- 
linguencies and create serious 
health problems as a result of 
malnutrition. 

He quoted St. Louis County 
health authorities as saying there 
had been a marked increase of 
tuberculosis in the county, and 
that many of the cases were in 
relief families. He asserted it 
would be wiser to provide suffi- 
cient relief funds to maintain 
health than to care for tubercular 
patients at a cost of $900 a year 
case. 

The Rev. Ralph Abele, pastor 
of Holy Ghost Evangelical and 
Reformed Church, St. Louis, said 
the three million allotment, a re- 
duction of 50 per cent from the 
amount expended by the State for 
direct relief in 1941-42, would pro- 
vide only 4 cents a meal for each 
person on the relief rolls. 

Other sgpeakers said that all em- 
ployable persons on relief had 
found jobs and have been _ re- 
moved from the rolls, and that 
those remaining were cripples or 
invalids. Many of them have chil- 
dren and are not immediately eligi- 
ble’ for aid-to-dependent-children 
grants, while others are. elderly 
and will soon be entitled to old age 
pensions. 

The State Social Security Com- 
mission requested an appropria- 
tion of $7,982,160 for direct relief. 
The six-months social security ap- 
propriation measure carried $900,- 
000 for relief, but Chairman C. P.

Coverage of All Ses- 
sions by Three Major 
News Associations. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
~—A resolution to provide for con- 
gressiona] representation at the 
United Nations food conference at 
Hot Springs, Va., May 18, and for 
coverage of its sessions by press 
services was introduced today in 
the Senate by Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, in behalf of ‘Senator 
Ferguson (Rep.), Michigan, with- 
out comment. Representative 
Bradley (Rep.), Michigan, intro- 
duced a similar resolution in the 
House yesterday. 

The proposal would provide for 
attendance at the conference 
by one Republican and two Dem- 
ocratic Senators and three Demo- 
cratic and two Republican House 
members. 

“It is the sense of Congress,” 
the resolution adds, “that the 
three major press wire services of 
this nation: namely, the Associat- 
ed Press, the International News 
Service and the United Press, 
shall each be permitted to be rep- 
resented at any-or all sessions of 
the conference by one representa- 
tive of each service and that they 
be permitted to exercise the nor- 
mal press coverage.” 

Present Government plans for 
the conference contemplate press 
attendance at the opening and clos- 
ing sessions but not at the pro- 
ceedings in between. 

Seven More Nations Accept. 

Seven more Governments noti- 
fied the United States today that 
they would participate. They are 
Ethiopia, Mexico, Belgium, India, 
Haiti, Irag and Iran. 

Representative Martin, Massa- 
chusetts, House Republican leader, 
issued this statement yesterday: 

“The food conference in Vir- 
ginia, the (refugee) conference in 
Bermuda, and every conference 
held for the purpose of reaching 
important agreements upon our 
economic life, should include rep- 
resentatives from Congress. And 
this representation should include 
members from both political par- 
ties. 

“Legislation will undoubtedly 
emanate as a result of the confer- 
ences, and the members of Con- 
gress should have the opportunity 
of getting their information first 
hand. 

“The war is a people’s war, and 
the peace must be a people's peace. 
The representatives to the Con- 
gress represent the people, and 
they should sit in at these eco 
nomic conferences.” 

Twe Cogressmen Named. 

the American delegates 
to the Bermuda conference on refu- 
gees, starting next Monday, are 
members of Congress, but no con- 
gressmen have been delegated to 
the United Nations food ‘tconfer- 
ence, which opens May 18 at Hot 
Springs, Va. 

Delegates to Bermuda are Har- 
old Willis Dodds, president of 
Princeton University; Senator 
Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, President 
Pro Tempore of the Senate; Chair- 
man Bloom (Dem.), New York, of 
the House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee, and R. Borden Reams, Amer- 
ican foreign service officer. 

Those accredited to Hot Springs 
are Judge Marvin Jones, former 
chairman of the House Agriculture 
Committee; Paul H. Appleby, Un- 
der Secretary of Agriculture; W. 
L. Clayton, Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce; Surgeon General 
Thomas Parran, and Murray D 
Lincoln, executive secretary of the 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation. 

Bermuda Meeting Exploratory. 

Both American and British offi- 
ctals emphasized today that the 
Bermuda conference was merely 
exploratory, with ultimate policies 
on the refugee problem to be de- 
termined by governments of the 
United Nations through the inter- 
governmental committee on refu- 
gees. Myron Taylor represents the 
United States on this committee. 

At 8t. Paul, Gov. Harold E. 
Stassen, Republican of Minnesota, 
sent a telegram to President Roose- 
velt last night, urging that the 
preas be allowed to attend the con- 
ferences. 

“As a consistent supporter of the 
United Nations’ joint action in 
world affairs and as one of the 
first to publicly encourage the 
holding of conferences of the 
United Nations and the establish- 
ment of committees or councils on 
problems of food, refugees and re- 
habilitation,” Gov. Stassen’s tele- 
gram said, “I strongly urge that 
the press should not be excluded 
from the forthcoming food and 
refugee conferences of the United 
Nations.” 

Landon Against “Blackout.” 

In New York, Alfred M. Landon, 
1936 Republican presidential nom- 
inee, last night protested against 
any “blackout of information on 
matters vitally affecting the pub- 
lic” in forthcoming United Na- 
tions food conferences. 

Landon alluded to vice president 
Wallace's phrase, “century of the 
common man,” and asked: 

“Are we going to start it with 
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counterattacked and wiped out the 
enemy force. 

Patrols of the First Army, joined 
by a detachment of the Eighth at 
Kairouan, rolled northward and 
struck at Axis positions south of 
Djebibina, 17 miles west of Enfida- 
ville. 

(The German radio, quoting re- 
ports purporting to come from 
London, said the Axis rear guards 
had been encountered by the 
Eighth Army at Hergla, on the 
coast five miles south of Enfida- 
ville, and said Lieut. Gen. George 
S. Patton Jr.’s American tank 
forces were deployed on the plains 
below Lake Kalbia to the south- 
west.) 

Between the Eighth and First 
Armies, the French squeezed the 
Germans back farther into their 
bridgehead with another advance 
to the extreme north of the sec- 
ondary Tunisian Dorsal range on 
which the western end of Rommel’s 
southern front apparently is an- 
chored. 

(The Algiers radio, without -con- 
firmation from any other source, 
said Axis forces had withdrawn 
from Djebel Mansour in the Pont- 
du-Fahs region. Pont-du-Fahs is 
about 30 miles northwest of Enfi- 
daville. Quoting correspondents’ 
dispatches, the radio said the en- 
emy moved out under French pres- 
sure.) 

Air Fields Main Targets. 

The score of 84 German and Ital- 
jan aircraft destroyed was ac- 
complished with a loss of three 
Allied planes. 

The Allied air force turned its 
chief attention to knocking out 
Axis air bases. 

The flying Fortresses, striking 
at Castelvetrano and Milo air 
fields in Sicily, caught more than 
200 enemy planes on the ground. 

When the Fortresses dropped 
their cascade of bombs at Castel- 
vetrano, an official report said, 112 
large enemy transports were on 
the field and reconnaissance 
showed 51 of them were destroyed 
and others seriously damaged. 

At Milo 106 planes were on the 
ground and 22 of these were 
wrecked. In addition the flyers 
set fire to a gasoline dump. 

Eight of the destroyed craft 
were six-engined Messerschmitt-343 
transport power gliders, 23 were 
three-engined planes and 15 were 
two-engined bombers. Eleven more 
Axis planes were destroyed in air 
fighting, four of them by the 
Fortresses. : 

Raids in Tunisia. 

The assault on air fields in Tu- 
nisia also continued, with Allied 
night bombers including French, 
hitting Legrine airdrome at Foch- 
ville on the’ outskirts of Tunis and 
a force of Mitchell medium bomb- 
ers blasting Oudna landing ground 
12 miles south of Tunis. 

Beaufighters of the coastal air 
force intercepted a formation of 
about 12 Axis torpedo planes off 
the coast, shooting down two and 
forcing the rest to dump their ex- 
plosives and flee. 

The Desert Air Force again at- 
tacked Ste. Marie du Zit air field 
north of Infidaville, and also Men- 
zel Temine and Korba on Cap 
Bon, 

Malta fighters attacked Pantel- 
leria airdromes where bombs were 
planted at the entrance to an un- 
derground hangar and shipping 
at Porto Empedocle in Sicily. This 
force also attacked three navel 
vessels off the island of Levanzo 
and caused one of them to blow up. 

In an attack on the harbor of 
Porto Torres fn Sardinia an Amer- 
ican fighter bomber pilot, Lieut. 
Col. John W. Weltman of Rowles- 
burg, W. Va., scored a freak hit 
when his bomb passed through a 
freighter and exploded in a mer- 
chant vessel alongside. 

Enemy Reports. 

Both the German and Italian 
communiques said Allied pressure 
in Tunisia was heaviest on the 
“western sector,” where the British 
First Army is attempting to push 
toward Tunis and Bizerte. 

The Italians said “lively counter- 
attacks” by Axis forces held off 
the First Army and the Germans 
said several British attacks had 
been repulsed. 

The Germans reported’ that 
“strong forces” of the Eighth 
Army “had approached” Axis po- 
sitions on the south, presumably 
in the Enfidaville area, and had 
carried out reconnaissance thrusts, 
which were frustrated. 


300 PROPAGANDISTS WANTED 
FOR GEN, EISENHOWER FORCES 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
—Elmer Davis, Director of the Of- 
fice of War Information, disclosed 
today that the Army had asked 
for 300 American propagandists to 
work with Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower's forces in North Africa. 

Thirty-five men, mostly former 
newspaper and radio men, already 
are on the scene, Davis said. Some 
of the pamphlets they helped pre- 
pare and which the army dropped 
behind German lines have been 
found on surrendering Axis troops. 
The propagandists also will spread 
propaganda among civilians be- 
hind lines in Africa and Southern 
Europe and in _ Allied-occupied 
portions of North Africa. 

The propagandists wear  uni- 
forms similar to those worn by 
newspaper correspondents but 
with a different insignia, Although 
at the front they are under army 
discipline and elsewhere are under 
army direction, they maintain 
civilian status and receive from 
$2600 to $6500 annually.

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time OPA drafted the standardized 
price order, chains were given au- 
thority to increase prices on the 
theory that the former maximum 
chain prices were little more than 
myths, because the chains simply 
could not offer much, if any, meat 
at their low maximum prices. 
Shift in Meat Business. 

This situation developed because 
meat prices were fixed originally 
on the basis of the highest prices 
charged by each store in March, 
1942. Wholesale meat prices re- 
mained unregulated for a long 
time afterwards, and as wholesale 
prices of meat crept upward, 
chains which were unable to raise 
retail prices simply stopped han- 
dling unprofitable cuts. As a con- 
sequence an unsual amount of the 
nation’s retail meat sales shifted 
to small, independent stores who 
had higher ,individual maximum 
prices because their March, 1942, 
prices were higher than those of 
the chains. 

Today’s action did not affect 
similar standardized prices on re- 
tail pork ‘which went into effect 
April 1. 

OPA’s reference to the presiden- 
tial order of last week apparently 
was centered on Roosevelt's inten- 
tion not only to prevent increases 
in prices of “cost of living” items 
but also to reduce them wherever 
possible.

LONDON, April 14 (AP).—Heavy 
Royal Air Force bombers, operat- 
ing from bases in Britain, made a 
powerful attack on the Italian

Other R. A. F. formations fol- 
lowed up these assaults by raiding 
objectives in Northwestern Ger- 
many at dawn this morning.

The raid on Spezia marked the 
first time in two months that the’ 


R. A. F. had crossed the Alps. It! 
was the forty-third attack on Italy | 
by Britain-based R. A. F. bombers 
since the start of the war. Spezia 
was last raided on Feb. 14. This 
also was the most recent raid on. 
Northern Italy. Spezia is on the 
Ligurian Sea, about 50 miles south- 
east of Genoa on the west coast 
of Italy. It was bombed twice in 
February by the R. A. F. 

Allied headquarters at Cairo an- 
nounced today that bombers of 
the Middle East command raided 
the Sicilian harbors of Palermo 
and Messina Monday night. No 
bombers were reported lost. 

Palermo and Messina have been! 
‘targets repeatedly for bombers of 
the Middle East command and 
the North African air 
forces as efforts were made to 
knock out Sicilian harbors used 
to supply and reinforce Axis 
forces in Africa. The Cairo com- 
munique said bursts were seen on 
railroad sidings and the ferry 
terminus at Messina but gave no 
other details of the assaults. 

The same night, the communique 
said, enemy aircraft made a futile 
attack on Tripoli. 

(The broadcast bsvnac com- 
munique reported “unsuccessful” 
attacks against a German convoy 
off the Norwegian west coast and 
said five British bombers and tor- 
pedo planes were shot down. Four 
other planes were downed over the 
coast of Western Europe, the Ger- 
mans asserted, adding that “early 
this morning enemy planes 
dropped several bombs on locali- 
ties in the German bight.”)

“Government will have to make its 
own plans” which “may not be to 
the liking of business.” 

Speaking before the first nation- 
al meeting of the Committee for 
Economic Development, a nonpo- 
litical organization originated on 
his suggestion—Jones said that the 
estimates of the cost of the pres- 
ent war ran around 250 billions, 
and added: 

“If we are to pay the costs of 
this war, we cannot do it by in- 
dulging in another depression.” 

Speaking of the period “when 
the Government withdraws” from 
manufacturing after the war, he 
said it was essential, if business 
_and private enterprise were to be 
preserved, for plans to be made 
now. 


Need Be No Lack of Jobs. 


‘He told the group of business 
men, who have made it their job 
to stimulate individual postwar 
planning, that there “need be no 


serious lack of work for quite a 


time” after the war. 

“The problem will be to provide 
jobs at a living wage for every 
person willing to work,” he said. 
“To do this (business) must have 
plans—broad and practical. The 
views of every section of our econ- 
omy should be included.” 

Contrasting the costs of war and 
the costs of the depression period 
of 1930-39, Jones estimated that, 
including relief work, the depres- 
sion was as expensive as the cur- 
rent war. 


RFC Owns 1500 Plants. 


He estimated that the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, 
which he heads, owned through 
Defense Plant Corporation about 
1500 plants. 

In some industries, he said — 
aluminum, magnesium and _ air- 
craft—the Government owned more 
facilities than does private indus- 
try, and that in synthetic rubber 
the Government owns all. 

He said it would be possible for 
private capital and management to 
replace Government in putting 
these plants “to work usefully” in 
the postwar period, “if business 
and industry co-operate with Gov- 
ernment.” — 


He said he expected the factories 


hostilities end if there is sound 
postwar planning now. 


“Many parts of the world will 
have to be rehabilitated,” he said. 
“The problem will be to fill—and 
finance—the orders, not to get 
them.” 


Commenting briefly on postwar 
currency stabilization proposals 
Jones said that “undoubtedly, we 
will have to help a great many 
countries, and in doing so we will 
help ourselves.” However, he said, 
sound business “does not mean you 
have to make a profit on each 
transaction.” 


Taxes to Continue High. 


He inferred that high taxes were 
one obstacle business would have 
to overcome, commenting that 
while most people feel taxes are 
too high—“and they are, probably, 
in some places and in some re- 
spects,"—-high levies would con- 
tinue, 


“Business will have to bear all 
the taxes it can and still remain 
virile and strong,” he said. “We've 


_got to look forward to that phase 


of our economy after the war.” 

In explanation, he pointed out 
that “we haven't yet won the war, 
by a jugfull,” and that after the 
war is won, “we must be prepared 
to police the world.” 


Ruml on Postwar Plans. 


Beardsley Ruml, a member of 
the Committee for Economic De- 
velopment, said postwar planning 
“will be unifying rather than di- 
visive, will give purpose and drive 
to our efforts and will, therefore, 
help the war effort itself.” He 
urged creation of a joint congres- 
sional committee on postwar plan- 
ning “adequately staffed and en- 
abled to make its full contribu- 
tions to deliberations of Congress.” 

“It is fortunate that today most 
business men agree that elimina- 
tion of mass unemployment is the 
first requirement for the postwar 
period,” he said. “Many will go 
so far as to agree that unless mass 
unemployment can be eliminated 
under a system of private business 
enterprise, private business enter- 
prise will be supplanted by some 
other arrangements for the pro- 
duction and distribution of goods 
and services.” 

He said that “it would be folly 
to expect that business can make 
the transition from full wartime 
employment to high peacetime em- 
ployment without co-operation 
from public government at every 
level.”

JEFFERSON CITY, April 14.— 
The marriage health bill, provid- 
ing for a laboratory serological 
test for syphilis for applicants for 
a marriage license in Missouri or 
a medical certificate that they are 


free from communicable syphilis, 
was signed yesterday by Gov. For- 
rest C. Donnell. 

This bill, passed after defeat in 
previous legislative’ ses- 
sions, will be in effect next Jan. 1. 
It was introduced by Representa- 
tive Forrest Mittendorf (Rep.) of 
St. Louis County. 


The measure makes it un- 
lawful to issue a marriage license 
to any person unless the principals 
file a report of a negative labora- 
tory test for syphilis and an affi- 
davit that the applicants, to the 
best of their knowledge; are free 
from syphilis. The laboratory test 
must have been made not more 
than 15 days before the issuance 
of the license. The bill provides 
the license, if not used within 10 
days. after issuance, shall be void. 

The bill provides that in cases 
in which tests disclose a positive 
showing of syphilis, the applicant 
may present a certificate from a 
physician, based on an examina- 
tion, that the applicant is not in- 
fected with syphilis jn a communi- 
cable form. Provision also is made 
for a physician’s certificate that 
one of the applicants for a license 
is near death.

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ITALIAN CONCEPT 
OF THE NEW ORDER 
STATED BY GAYDA 


Editor’s Six-Point Plan 
for Postwar Europe In- 
cludes Independence 


for All States.

BERN, April 14. — The Italian 
conception of the essential prin- 
ciples of Europe’s new order was 
revealed today by Virginio Gayda, 
Mussolini’s unofficial mouthpiece. 
A Rome dispatch in today’s Ga- 
zette de Lausanne, quoting Gayda’s 
newspaper, Giornale d'Italia, in- 
dicates the six following points as 


the basis of the Italian plan to 
reorganize this shattered con- 
tinent: 

1. The right of all European 
states, great and small to freedom, 
independence and full sovereignty. 

2. Permanent co-operation be- 
tween Europe’s peoples on the 
basis of “Europe's civilizing mis- 
sion” with a view to fostering 
European solidarity. 

3. Equitable distribution of 
wealth and raw materials between 
“civilized peoples” in proportion to 
their real needs. 

4. Free national economic de- 
velopment for each nation, accord- 
ing to the’ “individual spirit of the 
races.” 

5. Freedom of migration and 
communications on land and sea. 

6. Establishment within each na- 
tion of a system of justice and 
social peace designed to bring 
about the same rapprochement 
between classes as already has 
been achieved by the Fascist and 
Nazi regimes. 

These six points, Gayda asserts, 
are directly opposed to “Anglo- 
Saxon” plans. What the Axis 
wishes to create, the Fascist pub- 
licist writes, is a peaceful Europe 
conscious of its “national and in- 
ternational values.” 


This interesting, if vague, Italian 
plan for Europe's reconstruction, 
so far removed from the conti- 
nent’s present circumstances under 
Nazi enslavement, is put forward 
by Gayda in his comments on last 
week's Hitler-Mussolini meeting. 
German commentators do not, 
however, seem to share their Ital- 
ian colleague's views. 

The Nazi party organ, Voelkisch- 
er Beobachter, the German equiva- 
lent of Gayda's Giornale d'Italia, 
pays practically no attention to the 
European charter, dismissing it in 
a few words: “The time has not 
yet come for detailed postwar | 
plans.” 

The German viewpoint 
seems to be that, in the present 
circumstances, only military mat- 
ters are important. Obviously, the 
Nazis are reluctant to moderate 
their famous new order so long as 
they fee] that there is the slightest 
chance for realizing their lust for 
European, if not world, hegemony.

able to intercept the Japanese 
force with the same success as 
during other raids in recent days. 

In the Port Moresby raid and 
in other actions Monday 52 Jap- 
anese planes were shot out of ac- 
tion. At Tulagi 39 were destroyed 
and 24 were knocked out over Oro 
Bay. 

MacArthur’s Warning. 

Announcement of the attack to- 
day followed by 12 hours a warn- 
ing “rom Gen. MacArthur that the 
Japanese had complete control of 
the sea lanes in the W stern Pa- 
cific and the outer approaches to 
Australia. At the same time, he 
pointed out the danger of a new 
Japanese attempt to wrest aerial 
supremacy from the Allied forces. 

To this warning Gen. MacArthur 
added the assertion that air power, 
rather than naval power, is the 
key to the situation in this theater 
and that the battle of the Western 
Pacific will be won or lost by the 
proper application of air and 
ground forces. 

His statement came as Allied air- 
men blasted two enemy ships in 
Hansa Bay on the north coast of 
New Guinea, probably sinking one 
of 10,000 tons and setting another 
of 8000 tons afire. Other enemy 
bases above Australia also were 
attacked. 

The raids gave point to Gen. 
MacArthur’s assertion that “the 
range of our air force over sur- 
rounding waters marks the stretch 
of the No Man’s Sea which jis the 
measure of our safety” in Aus- 
tralia. 

“First Line of Defense.” 

“If we lose the air,” the Allied 
commander declared, “naval forces 
cannot save us. The first line of 
Allied defense is our bomber line.” 
Control of the sea lanes to Aus- 


tralia, he said, “no longer depends 
solely or perhaps even primarily 
upon naval power, but upon air 
power operating from land bases 
held by ground troops, all sup- 
ported by naval power.” 

“Tf the enemy wins control of 
the air, his naval units can at 
once bring forward convoys of 
ground forces to continue his at- 
tack to the Southward to a limit 
imposed only by the range of his 
land-based air support.”

the United Nations in the South 
Pacific, followed by only a few 
hours the publication*in Australian 
papers of Washington dispatches 
quoting Secretary of the Navy 
Knox as saying that the Japanese 
lacked sufficient naval concentra- 
tions in the South Pacific at the 
moment for an invasion of Aus- 
tralia. Knox added it was not 
clear whether heavy enemy troop 
concentrations were designed for 
offense or defense. 

Knox’s statement in turn had 
followed an assertion by Gen. Sir 
Thomas A, Blamey, Australian 
commander of Allied ground 
forces in the Southwest Pacific, 
that Japan had massed 200,000 
first-line troops on the approach- 
es to this continent and might be 
expected to launch an offensive 
at any time. 

Supports Blamey’s View. 

Gen. MacArthur appeared to 
back Blamey’s conclusions when he 
said: 

“A primary threat to Australia 
does not require a great initial 
local concentration of naval strik- 
ing power. It requires rather a 
sufficient concentration of land- 
based aviation. 

“As a matter of fact, Japanese 
naval forces in great strength, al- 
though beyond our bomber range, 
are within easy striking distance 
of Australia, 

“The vital factors, therefore, in 
the Southwest Pacific, with its lit- 
toral of countless island groups and 
innumerable archipelagic reaches, 
are the air forces to strike and the 
ground forces to conquer and hold. 
“The Allied naval forces can be 
counted upon to play their own 
magnificent part, but the battle of 
the Western Pacific will be won 
or lost by the proper application of 
the air-ground team.” 

(The need of additional Allied 
air strength in the Southwest Pa- 
cific has been repeatedly empha- 
sized by official quarters in Aus- 
tralia. Only recently a commis- 
sion headed by Maj. Gen. Richard 
K. Sutherland and Lieut. Gen. 
George C, Kenney returned to 
Australia from conferences in 
Washington, where this need pre- 
sumably was discussed.) 

As the discussion of Pacific 
strategy broke into the open, Al- 
lied bombers and fighters struck 
at Japanese airfields and shipping 
positions in a wide arc from the 
Kai Islands northwest of Australia 
through New Guinea and New 
Britain to the northeast. 

A medium bomber strafed two 
Japanese coastal ships near Lang- 
goer in the Kai group and bombed 
the nearby village of Golsser and 
a coastal vessel was bombed in 
Wide Bay, New Britain. 

In New Guinea, attack planes 
machine-gunned and dropped ex- 
plosives on the Bitoi River and 
Guicap Creek area near Mubo, 
south of the Japanese bases at 
Lae and Salamaua, while heavy 
Allied units dropped bombs on the 


in a dusk attack. 

A single Allied heavy bomber 
bombed the runway of the Japa- 
nese airfield at Finschhafen, north 
of Lae. 


CURTIN STRESSES 
BLAMEY’S WARNING 


MELBOURNE, April 14 (AP).— 
Prime Minister John Curtin of 
Australia, amplifying a warning 
by Gen. Sir Thomas Blamey, said 
today the Japanese “apparently 
are contemplating further attacks 
against New Guinea and the Solo- 
mons.” 

Gen. Blamey, commander of 
Allied ground forces in the South- 
west Pacific, said yesterday that 
the Japanese were developing pow- 


erful aviation units and a large

ground force in the islands north 
of Australia for a new offensive. 

Curtin declined to comment on 
the statement of Secretary of the 
Navy Knox that there was no indi- 
cation the Japanese had accumu- 
lated sea power essential for an 
attack on Australia. 

“The Japanese have no other 
theater of action than the South- 
west Pacific at present,” Curtin 
said, “and it would be sheer illu- 
sion to assume that recent reverses 
fundamentally changed Japanese 
war plans. What they have done 
is to cause Japan to realize her 
attacks need to be on a heavier 
scale.”

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DURATION OF TUNISIA FIGHT 
DEPENDS ON NAZIS’ MORALE, 
ACCEPTANCE OF AIR LOSSES 


Ground Troops Seem as Combative as Ever|:* 
and Have Excellent Natural Defenses, but); %

Despite the smashing victories 
of the British Eighth Army and 
the advance of American-British 
First Army troops, these factors 
militate against any rapid ending 
of the Tunisian campaign: 

1. Although approximately 25,- 
000 prisoners have been captured 
since the Mareth line was 
breached, their proportion of 
about eight-to-one Italian leaves 
the battle-trained Afrika Korps 
still intact and from all accounts 
truculent. 

2. There is no indication the 
Nazis are attempting a Dun- 
kerque for any of their troops 
and apparently they plan to fight 
to the last in the Stalingrad 
manner. 

3. It is considered certain that 
Col. Gen. Jurgen von Arnim has 
spent part of the winter turning 
perimeter defenses of the Tuni- 
sian bridgehead into a welter of 
mine and tank traps. 

While the morale of German 
ground troops has been good dur- 
ing the past two weeks, there have 
been two instances of the morale 
of air crews disintegrating. One 
was when a JU-52 transport, caught 
by Allied fighters, crash landed in 
the water rather than try to get 
away to safety. The other instance 
was when 12 members of a JU-88 
bomber crew jumped out of the 
plane before a shot was fired by 
overtaking Spitfires. 


Good Natural Defenses. 


The Germans are now falling 
back to a natural mountain de- 
fense line running in a rough semi- 
circle from Enfidaville northwest 
toward the Medjez-el-Bab_ sector 
and thence to the Mediterranean at 
Cape Serrat. Most military observ- 
ers agree, however, that the Allies 
have the strength to breach any 
such defenses, and that the time 
required depends largely on the 
morale of the defending German 
troops. 

About two months ago it was 
estimated that the Germans and 
Italians had about 170,000 troops in 
Tunisia. 

Later estimates put this figure 
as high as 250,000, and now, de- 
spite their considerable losses in 
recent fighting, it is thought that 
Rommel and Von Arnim may have 
150,000 battle-toughened Germans, 
plus what is left of the armor of 
three Panzer divisions; in addition, 
they are thought to have perhaps 
60,000 Italians, including some very 


good units, such as the Bersaglieri, | 


trained mountain troops. 

The extremely rough terrain of- 
fers the most in defensive advan- 
tages and makes it difficult for the 
Allies to capitalize on armored su- 
periority. 

The enemy also has the major 
fortress—port in Bizerte and man- 
made defenses at Tunis and other 
key points built up for six months; 
rear communications with Sicily 
and Italy which can be kept open 
7 subsistence level if a high price 

is paid, and the undoubted genius 
of Rommel in conducting retreats. 

Against these obstacles the Al- 
lies can throw numerical superior- 
ity in men, armor, guns and par- 
ticularly planes, plus naval domin- 
ation along all the affected coast 
except the narrow strip between 
the Tunisian tip and Sicily. 


Hitler Wants Time. 


That Hitler has ordered Tunisia 
held as long as possible is indi- 
cated by the terrific losses the 
Germans have been taking in try- 
ing to supply their troops by air 
with transport fleets. 

Attempts to withdraw troops 
from Tunisia, according to authori- 
tative sources, are certain to be 
welcomed by the Royal Navy 
which is prowling the Mediterran- 
ean looking for such an opportu- 
nity while American-R. A. F. con- 
trol of the air would turn any at- 
tempt at wholesale evacuation into 
a siaughter of Axis troops. 

The Allies now have virtually 
complete control of the air. The 
Luftwaffe has been squeezed into a 
small number of fields and the Al- 
lied policy is to knock out air 
fields with methodical and unceas- 
ing bombing, day and night. 

The Germans have been main- 
taining some air protection despite 
attacks on their fields by flying in 
mew planes and gasoline each 
morning, but during the past two 
weeks they have lost 318 planes. 
These losses are too great for the 
Luftwaffe to continue to sustain. 

The crux of the situation un- 
doubtedly lies in the relative air 
strength. Hitler already has lost 
more than 1200 planes of all types 
in North Africa and the big ques- 
tion is whether he can and will 
sacrifice added hundreds to buy 
more time. It is agreed that he 
eould’ continue flying in planes 
and probably could keep them sup- 
plied on a defensive basis if he 
was willing to pay heavily in trans- 
port planes and ships. 

The great vulnerability of trans- 
port planes was demonstrated over 
the week end when 70-odd were 
downed in three days.

we had had good luck and they 
had not been so good at their busi- 
ness, is finally getting ready to 
make a dash for home. It must 
be admitted in their final stand in 
North Africa—the first last stand 
they have made in this war out- 
side Russia—they are being just 
as methodical as they were in their 
days of victory way. back in 1940 
when we got chased out of France 
by them. 


You hear manystories of deser- 
tions, and there have been many, 
but, even in retreat, the Germans 
and Italians alike are fighting well. 


Today (Tuesday) for example, 
they managed to throw in two stiff 
counterattacks in Northern Tu- 
nisia, one just west of Sidi Nsir, 
where their mortar “fire was as 
deadly as ever, and the other at 
Djebel Remel in the valley which 
runs east of the Beja-Mateur road. 

There also are signs that they 
are full of steam down in the 
Goubellat area, just south of the 
Medjez-el-Bab sector; our various 
drives from south and west have 
compressed them, but we have not 
captured any major portion of 
their troops or guns in Tunisia. 
Consequently, we have served to 
increase the weight of the opposi- 
tion. 


The Axis now fighting for time 
in which to make a getaway, but 
the manner in which their troops 
are behaving themselves dispels 
any rumors that Italy and Ger- 
many are cracking and serves to 

confirm well-held opinion that it 
is going to be tough to get them 
onto the continent and even tough- 
er to make progress there. 


This deserves to be remembered 
by all those who think an Axis 
collapse in North Africa will au- 
tomatically mean the collapse of 
Italy, and the collapse in the im- 
mediate future of Germany. We 
are going to give the Axis a terri- 
ble beating here; we are going to 
do it at great expense, and the rest 
of the story, which will happen in 
Europe itself, must not be taken 
for granted by anyone. 


Rommel is now definitely boxed 
and it is only a question of time 
before he will perform or try to 
perform the third great evacuation 
by sea, which has been attempted 
during the current war. 


The first was Dunkerque, the 
second Greece and Crete. Both 
those others were hazardous and 
costly but succeeded because of 
British sea and air power. 

Rommel’s men face their first 
such expedition without predom- 
inance either in the air or at sea. 

The moment of debarkation has 
not arrived but may soon. 

We still have a number of bad 
mountain passes to punch through 
before we reach Tunis but we 
have the stuff and will do it. It 
is all over but some very rough 
fighting and a lot of amphibious 
work by the Axis. Their Dunkerque 
will very probably be a Waterloo.

National armies, formed by train- 
ing the entire military-age man 
power of a nation in the art of 
making war, are something of an 
historic novelty. They date back 
only into‘ the last century, when 
improved transport facilities and 
communications made possible the 
mobilization and movement of man 
power by the million. They at first 
were objected to by professional 
soldiers, because the quality of 
troops is inevitably inferior to that 
of small armies of volunteer pro- 
fessionals. 


But national armies swiftly be- 
came factors in power-politics—and 
before long they were being given 
training that made the men literal-

Mexican Envoy 
Cites War Aid as 
Solidarity Proof 


Tells St. Louis Meet- 
ing Endto U.S. Im- 
perialism Should 
Be Example.

AFAEL DE LA COLINA, min- 
R ister-counsetor to the Mexican 

Embassy at Washington, in a 
Pan-American day address before 
the three-day institute on inter- 
American affairs at Hotel Statler, 
pointed to the inter-American soli- 
darity that in this time of war per- 
mits the United States “to channel 
its efforts into the task of defeat- 
ing the common enemy” as effec- 
tive proof of the validity of the 
Good Neighbor Policy. 

The institute, sponsored . by 
Washington University and _ St. 
Louis University with the co-opera- 
tion of civic organizations, is being 
held under*the auspices of the Co- 
ordinator of Inter-American Af- 


fairs. 

Praising the policy developed 
under the Roosevelt administra- 
tion to supplant what he termed 
the “dollar diplomacy” of the past, 
Colina asserted the strains occa- 
sioned by differences in language, 
‘custom and culture are swiftly be- 
‘Ing dissipated because “we are 
‘Studying each other’s geography, 
‘history, literature and art, and are 
‘inquiring into each other’s social 
‘and economic problems.” All the 
Americas, he said, have a common 
“melting pot” background. " 

“In no other part of the world,” 
he continued, “have we had the 
privilege to witness the peaceful 
end of imperialistic policies by 
the self-denying, far-sighted ac- 
tion of one of the great powers. 
But the lesson of co-operation the 
Americas are peacefully learning 
has yet to be taught to the rest 
of the world.” The only alterna- 
tive, he said, is a world devastated 
into barbarism. 

“The Americas for several cen- 
turies,” Colina said, “have been the 
greatest laboratory for diverse, 
even antagonistic social forces. We 
pioneered in this field. Let us be 
now the guide and leader of less 
fortunate nations. We are on the

FORESIGHT 


PRAISED BY ROOSEVELT AS 
PREPARATION FOR FUTURE 


Hemispheric Union Assured “Place in Con- 
cert of Free Nations’ After War, He Says 
— Ships Being Christened for South 


American Heroes.

WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 


HEMISPHERIC union drafted more than half a century ago 
stood forth as a possible pattern for postwar planning today as 21 
American republics observed Pan American day. Numerous com- 


memorative programs were arranged throughout the United States. 


President Roosevelt, in a mes- 
sage to celebrants of the day, said 
the Pan American Union’s mem- 
ber republics—through the “fore- 
sight of their leaders’—already 
are assured of a place “in the 
worldwide concert of free nations 
which will constitute the interna- 
tional society of the future.” 

Major feature of the Washing- 
ton celebration is to be an address 
tonight by Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull before the union's board 
of governors. The Schola Can- 
torum of New York will, give a 
concert in the Hall of the 
Americas. 

At Miami, sea and aerial gate- 
way between the Americas, Army, 

avy and Marine units will join 
in a parade. The wife of the 
Brazilian Ambassador to Washing- 
ton, Senora Martins, will christen 
a ship, Jose Bonifacio, after a 
Brazilian hero. Ships to be 
launched in Texas and California 
are named after Benito Juarez and 
Miguel Hidalgo of Mexico, and 
Simon Bolivar, the South Ameri- 
can liberator. 


Philadelphia’s Pan American As- 
sociation planned a luncheon hon- 
oring that city’s Latin American 
consuls, and other celebrating cit- 
ies include Baltimore, Cleveland, 
St. Louis, Buffalo, Memphis, Hart- 
ford, Minneapolis, Tacoma and 
Galveston. 

The text of Roosevelt’s message 
to the governing board of the Pan 
American Union follows: 

“Today the people of the Amer- 
ican republics join in celebrating 
an occasion that is peculiarly their 
own. It has given me profound 
satisfaction to observe from year 
to year the increasing significance 
attached in all the American re- 
publics to the observance of Pan 
American day. This reflects the 
progress which has been made in 
recent years in converting the 
dreams and aspirations of the 


founders of our continental inde- 
pendence into effective and har- 
monious means for international 
co-operation. 

“At Buenos Aires in 1936 and at 
Lima in 1938, the American re- 
publics foresaw the great struggle 
between freedom and slavery in 
which we are now engaged. At 
those historic conferences they 
provided for continental security 
through continental solidarity by 
devising a practical mechanism 
of consultation. 


“Employing that mechanism in 
the subsequent meetings of their 
Ministers of Foreign Affairs—at 
Panama in 1939, at Havana in 
1940, and at Rio de Janeiro in 
1942—they put forward joint rec- 
ommendations which established 
the framework within which our 
system, first, of continental de- 
fense against aggression, and now 
of continental mobilization utterly 
to defeat the promoters of that 
aggression, was worked out. 

“Each nation carrying out those 
recommendations, which represent 
the statesmanship and foresight 
of the leaders of the 21 American 
republics, will assure its place in 
the worldwide concert of free na- 
tions which will constitute the in- 
ternational society of the future, 

“The United States is proud to 
be working shoulder to shoulder 
with its sister republics for the 
achievement of this great objec- 
tive. 

“To all those participating in the 
celebration of Pan American day 
in North, Central, and South 
America, I send warm greetings. 
You may all be of good cheer, for 
the determination of our peoples 
to resist aggression and overthrow 
the aggressors, as well as to keep 
our liberties secure, is firm and: 
unbreakable. With this spirit and 
this resolve we may look forward 
with confidence to ultimate vic- 
tory.”

Hugh Johnson on F. D. R. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ERE is an excerpt from ga speech 

made by the late Hugh S. Johnson 
on March 4, 1935. It seems to me that, 
if this could be called to the attention 
of every farmer and every laboring man 
in this country at the present time, it 
would make them realize that their pres- 
ent leaders have never done as much for 
them as the President: 

“Sustained and supported by a united 
people, the President moved to his ter- 
rible task with greater speed than has 
ever been shown by any government. 
He cleared up the banking ruin. He 
took steps that have raised agriculture 
to within a few per cent of its relative 
pre-war position—almost a miracle. He 
brushed the cloud of foreclosure and 
loss from tens of thousands of threat- 
ened farms and homes. 

“He took the first effective steps to 
abolish child peonage and to run 
sweatshops out of existence, He raised 
all wages, shortened all weekly hours 
from an average 52 to an average 40 
-—-think of it! He established the prin- 
ciple of collective bargaining on a na- 
tonal front, and he did more for labor 
in this country in one year than all the 
strife and strikes and all the laws and 
political parties from the very adop- 
tion of the Constitution to this day. 

“He took comfortable care of mil- 
lions of the destitute and warded off 
the danger to our country of the con- 
tinued presence of vast unemployment. 
He opened the way for industry to free- 
dom from old abuses, cutthroat com- 
petition and monopolistic price-slashing. 
He actually saved tens of thousands of 
little fellows in business from the eco- 
nomic slaughter by chains and monop- 
oly that had been going on for 10 
years past. 

“He lifted the country at least a 
third of the way out of a depression 
caused by many years of economic and 
political folly. It was so great a per- 
formance of leadership and courage 
done in so short a time that you can’t 
find a parallel in history by which to 
gauge and measure it.”

For Regulation of Labor, 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUSE Bill 489 was introduced in the 

Legislature March 30 by Representa- 
tive Stewart of Douglas County. It pro- 
vides that employers must recognize the 
right of employes to organize and bar- 
gain collectively for their mutual bene- 
fits. It provides that a business agent 
must be a citizen of the United States 
and must be licensed by the Secretary 
of State as a business agent. 

It further provides that labor organ- 
gations must file with the Secretary of 

tate a copy of their organization and 
by-laws; the name and address of the or- 
ganization, and names and addresses of 
its officers, with the salaries, wages, 
bonuses and other remuneration paid 
each, and make annual statements of 
their affairs including initiation fees, 
dues, assessments and other charges 
against members. 

Private business has to make similar 
reports to the State and Federal Gov- 
ernment and pay taxes on any profit 
made. They also make this report to 
all shareholders. The union member has 
the same right to information about his 
or her union that a shareholder has to 
information about the company whose 
stock he holds.

What Do Men Live By? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
T would seem that what Edgar M. 
Queeny thinks we are fighting for is a 
return to the good old days before 1933. 
I remember in that year walking down 
Washington avenue looking for a job and 
it was so quiet that it frightened you. A 
“withering hand” had touched the street, 
all right, but it was not the “hand of 
political bureaucracy.” And* business may 
have been “vilified and misinterpreted” 
during the following 10 years, but by 
1937 there was activity behind the win- 
dows on Washington avenue and traffic 
was becoming a problem again. 


Mr. Queeny says individuals work be- | 


cause it is in their self-interest to do so 
or because they are compelled to do so. 
One thinks of a number of doctors and 
scientists and teachers and writers who 
are better than that. It is also difficult 
to recall the really great men in the past, 
those who helped to bring a “better world 
into reality” who would have given less 
because of a “damper on ambition or a 
ceiling on opportunity.” Mr. Queeny’s 
concept doesn’t apply universally even 
to business. Jack & Heintz are not wholly 
concerned with self-interest. 

It is a little inopportune, also, at this 
particular moment to say that man’s 
motivating drive is self-interest or force, 
when young men are dying and their 
women will be starved and lonely for 
the rest of their lives. Self-interest could 
not have driven to certain death Torpedo 
Squadron 8 at Midway. However, I know 
that in less heroic days human nature 
is not selfless enough for socialism, 
though it is certainly finer than Mr. 
Queeny's estimate of it. 

But enough of this article, which ra- 
tionalizes the past. I shall reread Bishop 
Scarlett and Milo Perkins and Stuart 
Chase to get back into stride with men 
(like Washington and Tom Paine and 
Jefferson in their day) who ride out with 
faith and vision and high courage to do 
battle with the future, E. V. N. 


IN BEHALF OF THE MISERABLE. 

In Missouri, despite the war boom which has 
practically abolished the unemployment problem, 
there are still nearly 30,000 human beings on relief. 
Yes, relief. 

Before we get self-righteous about it and ask what 
in the world are people doing on relief at a time 
when every man or woman who wants to work can 
get a job—before we ask such a question, it might 
be better to find out who are the people who have 
to ask the State for a miserable pittance. 

A miserable pittance to keep body and soul to- 
gether—that’s what relief is. And the people who 
are receiving relief are among the most miserable 
and unfortunate beings on earth. 

To make it clear just who they are and why they 
must be helped, we publish in the Mirror of Public 
Opinion today a series of what are known, in the 
jargon of social workers, as case histories. In a very 
few words, these histories tell their own story. 

But to them should be brought imagination and 
sympathy and kindness, Perhaps it is hard for those 
lucky enough never to have known grinding pover- 
ty and all the foul things it entails to visualize 
just how these people live. But the effort to imagine 
just what poverty and illness can do to human be- 
ings should be made. 

Particularly, this message is for Gov. Donnell and 
the Legislature of Missouri. The fate of the mis- 
erable 30,000 lies in their hands, and only they 
can take the proper remedial steps. 

To care for the 30,000, during the next two years, 
the Social Security Commission, which knows where- 
of it speaks, has requested something less than 
$4,000,000. The Governor transmitted this request to 
the Legislature. 

In its generally commendable attempt to bring 
State expenditures to the level of State receipts, the 
Legislature has slashed many of the Governor's re- 
quests for funds. But in doing so it has made some 
mistakes. It is a mistake, we believe, to slash the 
request for relief funds, as has been done, from 
$3,991,000 to $1,500,000. 

A million and a half may seem a lot of money, but 
when it is divided among 30,000 human beings, or 
12,000 relief cases, here is what it means; $124 per 
case a year; $10.33 a month, 34 cents a day, 13 cents 
per person a day, 11 cents per meal per case. The 
final figure means that each person will have an 
allowance for each meal of the incredible figure of 
4 cents, or less than half the customary tip to a 
waitress, 

And these measly figures are only for food. They 
leave nothing for clothing, fuel or shelter, the other 
minimum necessities for life. 

The Federal Government makes no provision for 
direct relief for unemployable persons, which these 
30,000 are. That’s the sole responsibility of the State. 
The Federal Government matches funds for old-age 
pensions and aid for dependent children, but these 
people do not come under either category. 

So their care lies on the conscience of Gov. Donnell 
and the members of the Legislature. If the sovereign 
identity of the several states is to be preserved, they 
cannot run to the Federal Government with purely 
local problems. This is a local problem, a good- 
neighbor problem, a problem that existed long be- 
fore the depressjon and that will exist after this war. 
For there are always a pitiable minority of our citi- 
zens who, regardless of booms or depressions, have 
been kicked around by fate until they are all but 
helpless. 

Thirty thousand is just a number, but it repre- 
sents human beings who must have the necessities 
of life, just as you and you and you do, 
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Suggested telegram to Montgomery and LEisen- 
hower: “Pretty good for military idiots.” 
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MR. ARMSTRONG’S ACTION. 

Representative O. K. Armstrong (Rep.) of Spring- 
field is introducing a substitute for Gov, Donnell’s 
merit system bill. He says he is doing so because 
the original measure, which he also introduced, is 
hopelessly stalled, and he wants to save at least its 
principle. 

However, considering that the Governor’s plan 
would have put about 10,000 State employes on a 
civil service footing while the substitute affects 
but a handful, including none of the jobs under the 
control of the elected officials, Armstrong's action 
falls short of public expectation. 

What has happened to the hope for civil service 
in Jefferson City is as “political” a bit of evasion 
as anything so far in the record of our “blue-ribbon” 
Legislature. The Governor’s bill is now in the House 
Committee on the Judiciary under an agreement to 
let it die there so that the Republicans will not have 
to display openly their disloyalty to their party 
leader by killing the measure on the floor. In pass- 
ing, it should be said that the Democratic spoilsmen 
are equally determined that the bill shall not become 
law. n . 

The irony of the situation is that even the sub- 
stitute plan seems to have scant chance of adoption. 
That is just as well. The people of Missouri do 
not want the employes of a’ few minor departments 
and a handful of those working in the penal and 
eleemosynary institutions—by no means all of them 
—under civil service while the politicians are al- 
lowed to garner most of the plums as usual. 

If the Legislature deems itself representative, it 
must pass a real merit system bill. 
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All that the War Labor Board has left to say is: 
“This hurts us more than it hurts you.” 
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LO, THE SOY BEAN. 

Rationing is going to introduce Americans to some 
foods they have never eaten before, which is all to 
the good; for the more foods we learn to like, the 
more pleasure we get out of eating. Take soy beuns. 
Soy-bean hay is a cattle feed, and since the bean 
kept lowly company, it has been held in small es- 
teem. Many people feel that way about maintaining 
a sharp distinction between foods and feeds, like a 
high-minded person we once knew who maintained 
that oatmeal and water were totally unfit for human 
consumption, the former being appropriately used to 
feed hogs and the latter to wash one’s feet in. 

Time has been when hardly anyone could be found 
who had ever eaten a soy bean or who was interested 
in doing so. Meat rationing has changed all that. 
Soy beans are one of the dishes we shall have to 
look to now for our proteins; they are a meat sub- 
stitute. That, however, is only the more tedious side 
of the soy bean’s nature. The really engaging thing 
about the soy bean is that it tastes good. It has 
quite an individual flavor and a very pleasant tex- 
ture—and texture is, of course, one of the most fas- 
cinating elements of taste. 


We are glad to see the soy bean coming into its 
| own, Though it has an humble history in our coun- 


try, it ia a worthy bean, fit to take rank with the 
green, the white, the kidney, and even the Boston. 
We predict that Americans who serve it now out of 
necessity won't give it up by choice. 
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DANGER IN THE PACIFIC. 

With major attention now centered on the Norjh 
African front, the idea seems widespread that the 
Japanese are being pushed back steadily by our forces 
in the Southwest Pacific and can be finished off in 
short order when the “main show” in Europe is at 
an end. The smashing of a mass air attack on Port 
Moresby, New Guinea, in which Allied fighters 
knocked 37 out of action, while 15 more enemy craft 
were being destroyed elsewhere, seems to reinforce 
this comfortable theory. 

However, the very fact that the Japs were able to 
assemble a fleet of more than 100 bombers and 
fighters for this attack shows that their air power 
in that area is still formidable. Observers report 
that from time to time in the battle, the Allies had 
less than half as many planes in the air as the enemy 
had. So it is clear that courage and skill rather 
than superior force won this victory, which was a 
defensive operation, not an offensive move. 

Despite their major setbacks in the Bismarck Sea 
and elsewhere, the Japs are undoubtedly planning 
an early return to the offensive. Gen. Sir Thomas 
Blamey, commander of the Allied ground forces in 
the Southwest Pacific theater, warns that the enemy 
has 200,000 first-line troops and a powerful air force 
along the island arc north of Australia, and the 
island bases there are still being developed. The 
Allies have been unable to stop this concentration, 
Blamey says, so “we need more planes to insure that 
Japanese attempts to wrest control of the air do not 
succeed.” 

Secretary Knox, at his press conference yesterday, 
expressed doubt that any such threat was in the 
making, but a statement by Gen. MacArthur a few 
hours later reiterated the view that danger was 
imminent. The Japs have virtually complete control 
of the sea lanes in the Western Pacific, he said; “if 
we lose the air, naval forces cannot save us.” Con- 
centration of land-based aviation, rather than naval 
power, is the great need for safeguarding this front, 
MacArthur says. 

This hag been the plea from the Pacific area for 
months, but production and transportation have been 
unable to meet the demand. Until we can send ade- 
quate air power to that distant front, the danger of a 
crippling enemy stroke will probably remain. With 
a long, hard job still ahead on the Western front, 
no one can afford to be complacent about the war 
in the Pacific,

When his request was granted, Tarjany pointed toa 
picture of the American flag on a war bond poster 
and said to the group of new citizens: 


This should be the happiest day of your lives. 
You are now citizens of the United States. 
We've got to buy bonds, those of us who are too 
old to fight. We must support our Government. 


These simple words by the 63-year-old nativé of 
Yugoslavia are a first-rate speech on Americanism. 
They recall the loyalty of the millions who have 
become Americans by choice, and have helped make 
this country great. They apply equally to native- 
born Americans, in their tribute to citizenship and 
the reminder of the citizen’s duty to buy war bonds. 
On the basis of his first words in that role, Emil 
Mikael Tarjany is a good American.

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GOV. DONNELL ON INTANGIBLE TAX RATES. 

The Missouri Senate has made a move toward the 
only practical way of taxing intangible property in 
this State. It has adopted a resolution calling on 
the coming Constitutional Convention to consider an 
amendment providing for lower rates on such prop- 
erty, thus ending the present confiscatory levies 
which produce little revenue. 

Yet Gov. Donnell, in his latest public comment on 
the subject, was still telling tax officials to enforce 
the law rigidly, since it is their duty to do so, ete. 
It is strange indeed that the findings of the Board 
of Equalization in its junket over the State have 
not changed the Governor’s attitude. Another mat- 
ter that should*thave impressed him is the showing 
that three of the four public officials who are his 
colleagues on the board had made no personal tax 
returns or reported only an insignificant amount of 
property. These officials are just like the majority 
of Missourians: they “won't pay the extortionate 
rates called for by the present law. 

Attorney General McKittrick, like the Senate, 
favors a constitutional amendment. Other officials 
agree the law is unworkable. Obviously, it can’t be 
enforced, but it has been proved that citizens will 
declare their property if the tax rates are fair. Why 
doesn’t. Gov. Donnell face the reality of the situation 
instead of continuing the hopeless fight to collect 
exorbitant taxes?

Survey of four-block area shows many instances where State aid 
is insufficient for decency and health; because of inability to 
work, some persons have no income, and relief check is les§ than 
need; in one family of seven, father can earn only $15 a month. 


From Report on General Relief, Issued by St. Louis Social Security Commission. 


OR this study, a small area was select- 
F ed in St. Louis, consisting of about four 

square blocks. The purpose is to have 
a look at the kind of people who are re- 
ceiving general relief during this war peri- 
od, and to determine if the assistance they 
are receiving, plus income and resources, is 
adequate for decency and health. 


The cases in this area are believed fair- 
ly representative of persons receiving re- 
lief living elsewhere in the city. They have 
the same problems and ailments as others, 
and certainly all have in common the dif- 
ficulties faced by this group in securing 
enough to eat, to wear, to keep warm and 
to pay their rent. 


As one studies these people’s circum- 
stances and learns of their problems, their 
need for continued aid on an adequate basis 
should be evident. The war prosperity does 
not affect these people except to make their 
struggle for existence more difficult because 
of increasing prices. 


Identifying information is of necessity 
omitted, but they are human beings, resi- 
dents of St. Louis,: deprived of a livelihood 
through no fault of their own, and largely 
dependent upon the State of Missouri for 
their bread and butter. It is to the best 
interest of the State and nation that their 
needs be adequately met. 


Mr. C, white, is 71 years old. His old-age 
assistance application was rejected last 
June, since he was out of the State between 
1935 and 1940. He will not fulfill the resi- 
dence requirement until the end of 1944. He 
is in very bad physical condition (arterio- 
sclerosis, inguinal hernia, partial deafness), 
yet manages to earn about $3 a month at 
odd jobs, Mrs. C., 42, has a deformed leg 
and arm from infantile paralysis and has 
had two strokes in recent years. : 


The couple occupy two rear rooms on 
the second floor of a flat. The rooms are 
separated by a porch on which is the only 
running water on the floor, There are no 
relatives who can help. 


Actual needs, $40.34; income, le def- 
icit, $37.09; February relief, $22 


Mr. and Mrs. D, a colored nt have 
two rooms on the first floor of a poorly 
lighted and ventilated building. Mr. D., 51, 
has only one arm, high blood pressure and 
heart disease. Yet he does all the house- 
work, shopping, etc., as Mrs. D, 64, has 
had a paralytic stroke and is just learning 
to use crutches. There is no income.

$25.81. 


Mr. B, a frail white man of 56, occupies 
one light-housekeeping room in a most di- 
lapidated building. In spite of the dirt and 
degradation of this place, he manages to 
be very neat and clean. Last year he at- 
tempted to commit suicide; he still thinks 
he should not have been stopped.

Two years ago, Mr. B had a spine opera- 
tion. The thumb and fingers of his left 
hand are numb and could be helped only 
by a nerve operation, He has no relatives 
who can assist and no resources other than 
his earnings selling novelties from door to 
door. Since he can go out only in nice 
weather, he averages only $9.75 a month. 


Actual needs, $30.29; income, $9.75; def- 
icit, $20.54; February relief, $14.20. 


Mrs, E, a colored woman, 51, lives in two 
rooms on the second floor of a large build- 
ing. She is housekeeper and cook for an 


old-age assistance recipient on this floor in 
return for her rent. She has heart disease 
and could not obtain a job elsewhere. Mrs. 
E has no relatives and no other resources. 

Actual needs, $18.49; February relief, $6. 

Mr. F, is a white man of 63 with a serious 
heart condition, He had a job earning $3 
a month and was able to pick up odd jobs 
until the employer became afraid he would 
die of a heart attack on the premises. He 
lives in one room, poorly lighted, with 
rickety furniture inherited from his moth- 
er. He cooks on a small laundry stove, 
borrowing pots and pans from neighbors. 
A friend pays his rent and electricity. 


Actual needs, $25.19; income $5; deficit, 
$20.19; February relief, $12.31. 

Mrs. G, a white woman of 57, has two 
rooms over a store. She must use a very 
shaky stairway in the rear. She has arthri- 
tis and high blood pressure; her legs swell 
terribly when she stands for any length of 
time. She has several married children, all 
in a rather low income group and unable to 
help much. One daughter pays her insur- 
ance and another gives her $10 a month for 
doing her laundry.

In November they re- 
applied for relief, as Mr. Q has a spine in- 
jury resulting from a fall from a ladder, 
He still manages to earn about $15 a month 
at odd jobs. If the injury is considered per- 
manent, another aid to dependent children 
application will be made,

Mr. and Mrs. R, a white couple, occupy 
two rooms in the rear of an old two-story 
building. Mrs. R, 52, has been diagnosed as 
schizophrenic, paranoid type. She has been 
in both City Sanitarium and Bliss Hopital, 
but refuses to return. The doctors say she 
can remain at home with supervision unless 
he gets much worse. She receives free med- 
ical care at City Hospital Dispensary.

Role of Education in Crisis 


Is Discussed by Dr. Hutchins 


‘Education for Freedom,"’ by Robert Maynard Hutch- 
ins. (Louisiana State University Press.) 
HIS thin volume by the president of the 
University of Chicago reminds me of a 
cut of good beef tenderloin. It goes down 
easily and it is all meat. One can always 
count on Robert Maynard’ Hutchins for a 
lucid, thought-provoking presentation on. 
any subject which he tackles, and “Educa- 
tion for Freedom” is no exception. 

In this series of lectures given at the 
University of Louisiana (and slightly ex- 
panded for publication), Dr. Hutchins strikes 
directly at the central weakness of our mod- 
ern society and places a large share of the 
blame squarely in the lap of our educa. 
tional system. The fault, however, lies not 
in education but in what we Americans de 
mand from it. In the same way, there ts 
nothing wrong with democracy—except that 


we so often fail to practice it. 
. * > 


These faults are the natural result of our 
attempt to substitute materialism for morals, 
technical skill for intellectual attainment, 
gadgets for culture and license for freedom. 
Finally, however, we are being forced to 
the conclusion that science and technology, 
of themselves, cannot create Utopia and 
that goods do not constitute, or even guar~- 
antee, civilization. 

Dr, Hutchins believes that unless we 
learn once more to put first things first, 
disaster lies ahead. Nor is it easy to com- 
bat his thesis that much of the responsibil- 
ity for re-educating Americans for freedom 
lies in the hands of the American universi- 
ties. The methods which he proposes may 
arouse opposition in some educational cir- 
cles, but his book deserves reading by all 
Americans who are interested in the future 
of, democracy. LEONARD HALL

The 
origina] stone, which bears the fa- 
mous inscription written by Jeffer- 
son himself, was presented to the 
University of Missouri as the first 
public university in a state estab- 
lished from the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, acquired by Jefferson in 
1803. The inscription reads: “Here 
was buried Thomas Jefferson, au- 
thor of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, of. the Statute of Vir- 
ginia for religious freedom and Fa- 
ther of the University of Virginia.”

BEST PLAY OF YEAR 
BY DRAMA CRITICS 


Wins New York Award Over 
Thornton Wilder’s “The 
Skin of Our Teeth.” 


NEW YORK, April 14.—Sidney 
Kingsley’s story of this nation’s 
early and troubled formative years 
—“The Patriots”’—won on the sev- 
enth ballot today the annual award 
of the New York Drama Critics’ 
Circle as the best American play 
of the current season. It had a 
clear margin over the second 
choice, “The Skin of Our Teeth.” 

Thus did Sergt. Kingsley of the 
United States Army top Capt. 
Thornton Wilder of the same 
branch of the armed services. The 
vote was: 13 for “The Patriots”; 
four for Wilder's “The Skin of Our 
Teeth”; and one for Irving Ber- 
lin’s “This Is the Army.” 

“The Patriots,” in a prologue and 
geven scenes, tells of the discords 
and the hatreds and antagonisms 
in the years after Yorktown. Ten 
years in the life of Washington, 
Jefferson and Hamilton are cov- 
ered, the decade which began with 
the return of Jefferson from Eu- 
rope in 1790. 

Kingsley, who is “stationed at 
Fort Jay on Governor’s Island, 
N. Y., was in Washington when 
the award was announced. He had 
gone there for the special presen- 
tation of the drama in Coolidge 
Hall, Library of Congress, last 
Sunday, in commemoration of Jef- 
ferson’s birthday. 

This is a play Kingsley wrote, 
after much research, as a remind- 
er that democracy is worth fighting 
for: that liberty is not easily won.

No Plans at Present to Re- 
strict Manufacturing to 
a Few Plants, Nelson 


Explains. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (AP). 
-~Chairman Donald M. Nelson 
disclosed last night the War Pro- 
duction Board has abandoned, for 
the present at least, all studies 
looking toward the possible con- 
centration of industry. 

Nelson said the WPB commit- 
tee on concentration of produc- 
tion, which filed two confidential 
memoranda on its studies, went 
out of existence three months ago. 
He said the committee’s last re- 
port, dated Jan. 19, was “a pre- 
liminary, incomplete study” and 
now “a dead pigeon.” 

Nelson said he made the state- 
ment in order to deny recent re- 
ports that WPB “is proceeding 
upon a nationwide plan for con- 
centration of industry." Under 
such plans manufacture of spe- 
cific articles would be restricted

“The War Production Board has 
made a continuous study of con- 
its 
Nelson said. “The one inescapable 
conclusion from that study is that 
no formula or general plan for the 
concentration of a great number 
of industries is possible. 

“Each industry poses a particu- 
lar problem, which is, in turn, 
closely related to other industries 
and other problems. ... 

“If industry were static it would 
be possible to work out plans for 
a number of lines of production 
which would accomplish the desir- 
able ends of concentration, namely, 
savings in man power, transporta- 
tion, fuel and the like. But the 
greatest single task of the War 
Production Board is to keep our 
production lines fluid. We must 
be able to change almost over- 
night the kinds and quantities of 
the weapons we deliver to our 
warriors and our allies to meet 
the changing demands of war. 
Any concentration plan made 
three months ago would of neces- 
sity be out of date today.” 

He said a new committee might 
be appointed to make a “fresh 
start on concentration studies, to 
determine finally whether under 
present circumstances concentra- 
tion is feasible or desirable—and, 
if so, in what industries.” 

If the WPB appears “to be mak- 
ing haste slowly in this important 
field,” Nelson commented, “it is 
because we do not want to dis 
rupt the pattern of American in- 
dustry without gaining correspond- 
ing benefits.”

Arthur Scott, professor of Latin 
America history at the University 
of Michigan, speaking at the open- 
ing meeting of the institute yes- 
terday, said that despite “tre- 
mendous difficulties” he was con- 
fident the good neighbor policy 
would not be dropped after the 
close of the war. 


History Study Needed. 


“One thing we might do is to 
teach a ‘History of the Americas’ 
in the schools, so that each citizen 
will know something of the he- 
roes and heroines of all the coun- 
tries in the Americas and so that 
\we may avoid excessive national- 
ism,” he said. “Of course, in learn- 
ing to know the other republics 
we run the risk that when we 
know ‘them better we won't like 
them so well, The French and 
Gefmans certainly know one an- 
other pretty well. But I think in 
the case of South America it is a 
risk well worth taking. We can 
all hope the European nations will 
look over here and say, “There is 
a well-run hemisphere; let’s have 
one like it.’” 


Prof. Aiton said some of post- 
war difficulties would center 
around the similarity in exportable 
products of the nations, the. lower 
standard of living in South Amer- 
ica, and the fact the United States 
is “dealing with a score of nations 
and must handle each differently.” 

“We-sometimes find it hard to 
understand their point of view,” 
he said. “In San Jose, the capital 
of Costa Rica, the mailmen pro- 
tested when the city tried to put 
numbers on the houses. They said 
it would take all the adventure out 
of delivering the mail. It is a 
falsehood that South Americans 
are lazy—they are adjusted to hot- 
weather living. They are not arro- 
gant and proud-—they have an ap- 
preciation of human dignity. Their 
democracy begins with the indi- 
vidual.” 


Education Up to Schools. 

Possibilities of a “great com- 
mercia] future” with the South 
American countries will be handi- 
capped unless proper groundwork 
is laid in the schools now, Roland 
H. Holl, a member of the St. 
Louis Foreign Trade Education 
Committee, said in an address to- 
day at Central High School. His 
talk was given in connection with 
the observance of Pan-American 
day in the schools, 

Holl commended the school sys- 
tem for enlarging facilities for 
teaching Spanish, but said that 
was not sufficient. , “Textbooks 
must be revised now,” he said. 
“We must learn as much about 
Simon Bolivar, San Martin, and 
the other great patriots of South 
America, as we do of Julius Caesar 
and Alexander the Great. We must 
learn their literature, culture, and 
arts.”

Father Bannon said the “good 
neighbor policy,” proclaimed in 
1933, was not a war policy and 
must not be given up after the 
war.

NAZI BOMBERS NEAR SWEDISH 
NAVAL BASE DRIVEN OFF 


STOCKHOLM, April 14 (AP).— 
Swedish fighter planes and anti- 
aircraft batteries drove off two 
German bombers flying in the vi- 
cinity of Karlskrona, Sweden's 
major naval base, a foreign office 
spokesman announced today.

PLANNING MAIOR 
PEAGE OFFENSIVE 


Said to Hope for Backing 
of 7 Other Nations 
Asked to Join Neutrals’ 
League.

LONDON, April 14. — Spain is 
planning to launch a major peace 
offensive during the coming weeks 
and the Spanish Government hopes 
to have the backing of the world's 
remaining seven neutrals who have 
been asked by Spain to join her in 
the formation of a neutrals’ league. 

The neutrals’ league, with the os- 
tensible aim of protecting the in- 
terests of neutrals in the postwar 
world, has been proposed by the 
Spanish Government to the gov- 
ernments of Portugal, Eire, Switz- 
erland, Sweden, Turkey, Iran and 
Argentina, 

Spain and the other neutrals 
have not overlooked the fact that 
the Allied Nations are already dis- 
cussing trade, monetary and other 
aspects of postwar worl dorganiza- 
tion without these countries’ par- 
ticipation. 

The replies of the states invited 
have not yet been received, but 
the attitude of some European nu- 
trals is decidedly cool to the Span- 
ish proposition. 


Behind the league’s expressed 
aim there is known by at least 
one other neutral to be a peace 
plan for which Spain hopes to ob- 
tain the neutrals’ support. In some 
quarters, the plan is believed to 
have originated in the Vatican, but 
other quarters do not exclude the 
possibility that the Vatican may 
merely be forwarding either the 
plan agreed on at last week’s 
Brenner meeting of Hitler and 
Mussolini or a plan of purely Ital- 
fan origin designed to give Italy 
an easy way out of its present pre- 
dicament. 

It is noted that Archbishop 
Francis J. Spellman of New York, 
Catholic military vicar of Amer- 
ican armed forces, met and talked 
with Spanish Caudillo Francisco 
Franco after his Vatican visit. 
Lieut. Gen. Mark W. Clark, com- 
manding general of the United 
States Fifth Army in Morocco, re- 
cently paid two calls, described as 
courtesy visits, to Lieut. Gen. Luis 
M. Orga, high commissioner and 
commander of troops in Spanish 
Morocco. 

Moreover, the Spanish diplomatic 
staff in London has been aug-

On 
his return to civil life, he remained 
a member of the Army reserve, 
and periodically was called up for 
refresher periods of active duty 
lasting from four to 12 weeks, In 
the event of war, the entire na- 
tional military man power was 
ready, trained—an army fit for im- 
mediate field duty. 

The German Wehrmacht is such 
an army. So is the Red Army... 
the Japanese Army .. . the Ital- 
lan Army. / 

The United States Army, in its 
present national army form, is the 
result of the simultaneous enroll- 
ment and conscription of our mili- 
tary man power—“simultaneous” in 
the sense of a single consecutive 
action. The process began late in 
1940. The new army is still less 
than three years old, and by far 
the great majority of its men have 
been under training for a period 
much shorter than that. 

Taken as a whole, it is not yet a 
combat army, not yet fit for ac- 
tion against the other great power 
groups of military strength. But 
it is out of infancy, and has 
reached the stage of swift develop- 
ment. Twelve months ago it was 
raw, still definitely “civilian.” To- 
day it is finding itself. Twelve 
months from now it will be a pow- 
er—from then onward it will be 
an important world-political factor. 

A “new” army today, it is prob- 
ably with us to stay.

West Coast is too vital and too 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 14 
(AP). — Listing two convicts as 
dead and two recaptured in the 
latest escape attempt at Alcatraz 
Federal Prison in San Francisco 
Bay, Warden James A. Johnston 
said today the men who made the 
dash were “all accounted for.” 

Last to be checked off was Fred 
Hunter of Ohio, 43-year-old former 


pal of the late Alvin (Old Creepy) 
Karpis, postoffice and train robber. 
Hunter was found in a cave on the 
beach of the prison island late yes- 
terday, not far from where he and 
the three others started their dash 
in the morning from the prison 
model shop, after binding and gag- 
ging two guards. 

The Warden also said four one- 
gallon paint cans were found, each 
stuffed with army uniform cloth- 
ing. The men had planned to use 
the cans to help keep them afloat 
in the bay and the clothing, taken 
from the prison shop where army 
goods are reclaimed, to serve as 
disguise. 

The dead, picked off by guards’ 
rifle fire as three of the convicts 
battled the ebb tide, were: James 
A. Boarman, 24, Indianapolis bank 
robber, and Floyd G. Hamilton, 36, 
once a member of the Bonnie 
ParkerClyde Barrow gang which 
terrorized the Southwest 10 years 


ago. 

Pulled from the water naked and 
returned to his cell was Harold 
M. Brest, 31, Pennsylvania bank 
robber serving a life sentence. He 
suffered an elbow wound. 

Johnston said he was positive 
Boarman and Hamilton were 
killed. “Hamilton was shot and 
we saw him go under,” the Warden 
said. Boarman’s head was riddled. 
Brest was trying to keep Boarman 
afloat. when one of the boats in 
the search came upon them. Brest 
let the body go, and it sank. 

The four convicts bound Henry 
Weinhold, captain of the guards, 
and George Smith, custodial offi- 
cer, threatening them with prison- 
made knives. Weinhold managed 
to slip his bonds, loosen his gag 
and blow his whistle. Then, sirens 


shrieked, shots were fired and the. 


hunt was on. 

Apparently things happened too 
fast for the four men to get away 
with the paint cans stuffed with 
army clothing. Two cans were 
found in the shop and two on the 
beach. 

After Brest told Johnston that 
Hunter had not taken to the wa- 
ter, the Warden sent guards to 
search the beach caves. Hunter 
said he had hurt his back and 
chest in going over a fence, and 
had decided to hide until night, 
then try to swim the frigid bay, 

This was the seventh escape at- 
tempt at “The Rock” since it be- 
came a Federal prison in 1934. 
Five convicts and one guard have 
been killed in these attempts. One 
in 1937, ended with convicts Ralph 
Roe and Theodore Cole missing. 
These men are thought to have 
died in the bay tide current.

The Senate Committee on Public 
Health delayed action, after a 
hearing last night on a modern- 
ized dog-control bill for St. Louis 
County, which would create the 
office of county dog-catcher, with 
the title of “Supervisor of Rabies 
Control,” with full dog-catcher 
powers. 
The bill, 
Joseph A. Falzone 
Louis County, also would establish 


Mayors of county municipalities 
and Judges of the County Court, 
to supervise the work of the dog- 
catcher—or supervisor—fix the an- 
nual budgetary requirements, and 


the various municipalities. 
Falzone told the committee the 
dog situation was one of the ma- 


and that even the current grand 
jury had investigated the matter 
and questioned witnesses. He said 
packs of wild dogs had been roam- 
ing the county, adding to the dan- 
ger of rabies; that rationing and 
lack of food had added to the 
seriousness of the situation, and 
that there was no adequate means 
of control, particularly in unincor- 
porated territory. 

Falzone said he had been in- 
formed more people in St. Louis 
County had been treated for rabies 
in the last year than in any previ- 
ous one. 

Joslyn also questioned a provi- 
sion fixing the annual salary of 
the dog catcher—or supervisor—at 
“not less than $2100,” to be fixed 
by the County Court. He said 
there was no limit on the salary 
that could be allowed to this offi- 
cial and his assistants for catch- 
ing and destroying unlicensed 
dogs, once placed in the county 
dog pound provided by the bill.

HE wrestler vs. boxer situa-

Luckily for us, nature has been 
so lavish with vitamins, has dis- 
tributed them in so many foods, 
that unless we eat a very one-sided 
diet we-can’t help getting some 
vitamins. But to feel like a million, 
to be more efficient and healthy, 
to get the most out of lhfe—we 
need a good supply of vitamins, At 
least an amount that allows our 
“engines” to function more effi- 
ciently. ; 

Every day’s meals should con- 
tain certain “protective” foods, if 
we are to get the range of vita- 
mins, minerals and other food ele- 
ments necessary for best health. 

Here are the foods that should 
be in every normal person’s diet 
every day: Whole grain cereal, 
two slices of enriched or whole 
wheat bread, orange juice, grape- 
fruit and other fresh fruits; one 
egg; at least two glasses of milk;

at least two tablespoons of butter 
or margarine fortified with vita- 
min A; one green leafy vegetable, 
such as spinach, and one other 
green or yellow vegetable; one 
potato; chicken, fish or meat. Space 
your ration points between but- 
ter, margarine, point-expensive and 
point-cheap meats so that with 
chicken and fish your points will 
see you through.

Does food rationing mean that 
the underweight girl will have a 
hard time gaining weight when 
certain foods are limited? 

Not at all, for many of the high- 
calorie foods are not rationed. It 
is true that fats and fatty foods 
are “fattening” and we are ra- 
tioned on butter and fats. And 
fatty foods are twice as fattening 


as candy or starchy foods. So to 
gain weight, eat your full ration of 
butter. Choose fat meats instead 
of lean. Eat vegetables creamed 
rather than plain; have cream 
soups, rich puddings, ice cream. 
Instead of drinking milk plain, add 
cream to it. Don’t nibble at foods 
between meals, as this will spoil 
your appetite. 

Rationing means that you'll be 
more likely to eat green vegetables 
and fresh fruits that you need for 
best health; milk and eggs, too, 
should be in the weight-gaining 
diet. Get plenty of fresh air and 
some outdoor exercise every day. 
But don’t run yourself ragged, as 
you need sufficient rest and sleep. 

Here is a diet outline for gaining 
weight. Follow this outline, vary- 
ing the diet from day to day by 
eating different vegetables, fruits 
and meats. If you don’t gain on 
this diet, have a check-up by your 


physicien; you may need a special 
schedule of rest, exercise, diet and 
tonics, 

Present rationing rules allow 
plenty of high-calorie foods for 
weight-gaining, so don’t worry 
about your health in regard to 
shortages. Where more of a ra- 
tioned food is needed for health 
reasons, the attending physician’s 
prescription may obtain extra ra- 
tions for you. But don’t beg your 
doctors to help you secure more of 
a rationed item; he will) decide, on 
the basis of his examination, if 
such a step is necessary.

Diet for Gaining Weight. 

Breakfast: Orange juice, whole 
wheat cereal with cream and 
sugar, one egg, two slices toast 
with butter, coffee with sugar and 
cream, 

Lunch: Blue plate—Potatoes and 
creamed vegetables. Instead of 
vegetables, you may have a salad 
(banana, cream cheese or egg 
salad, etc., with olive oil or mayon- 
naise). 

3 p. m.: Milk with cream or hot 
chocolate or tea with cream, bread 
and jam. 

Dinner: Chicken or fish, or liver, 
steak, chops, ground beef. Pota- 
toes—baked, mashed, boiled. Green 
leafy vegetables, as spinach; plain 
or creamed. One other vegetable— 
carrots, peas, cauliflower, beets, 
string beans, etc. Two slices bread 
with butter. Fruit—raw or stewed, 
with cream. Milk with cream.

F it’s worth a couple of extra 

points to you to buy a pound of 

chuck and have it ground, go 
ahead; but even with five-point 
hamburger, this is a ground meat 
dish de luxe. The idea is that 
there isn’t really enough ground 
meat in a pound to go around 
stuffing, but that’s no reason for 
not extending it with a flavorful 
bread dressing. So in this dish 
the hamburger becomes one big 
patty, with the dressing in the 
form of'‘a “topper” rather than a 
stuffing—a topper which is deli- 
ciously brown and crisp on top, 
moist and juicy underneath. Fixed 
up this way, a pound of ham- 
burger serves four quite comfort- 
ably. 
Hamburger Patty With Dressing. 

One pound hamburger, one tea- 
spoon salt, dash pepper, one egg, 
beaten, one-fourth cup evaporated 
milk, one-fourth cup water, one 
teaspoon prepared mustard, one 
tablespoon chopped onion, one-half 
cup finely cut celery, two table- 
spoons bacon drippings, eight 
slices bread, cut in cubes, one ta- 
blespoon finely chopped parsley, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, three- 
fourths cup hot water. 

Combine hamburger with the one 
teaspoon salt, the pepper, egg, 
evaporated milk and water. Spread 
out in an eight-inch greased pie 
pan, and spread with the mustard. 
Saute onion and celery in the 
bacon drippings, covered, for 10 
minutes, but do not brown. Pour 
over the bread cubes; add parsley, 
salt and hot water, and mix by 
tossing lightly. Spread over meat, 
cover with another greased pie 
pan, inverted, and bake in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees) for 30 
minutes; then uncover and move 
to top rack of oven for 15 minutes 
longer, or until dressing is browned 
on top.

L stances to illustrate the fact 

that all human beings need 
sleep and that it is so necessary to 
them that they get it even under 
the conditions of bodily pain and 
exhaustion. As I look over the 
modern theories about exciting 
causes and treatment of wakeful- 
ness, I do not feel that medical 
science has made a great deal of 
improvement in this field. In fact, 
I am not sure but what we have 
gone backward. 


We have now a number of swift- 
ly acting and harmless hypnotics 
which are almost certain to induce 
sleep. But they are so convenient 
that the tendency to use them pre- 
vents both doctors and patients 
from using older and more perma- 
nently reliable methods of curing 
insomnia. 


The quiet old doctor who will sit 
down and patiently try to find out 
the cause of wakefulness will do 
more good than the administra- 
tion of any of the barbjturates, 
which induce an unnattfYal sleep 
and result in no sense of restful- 
ness on awakening. 

The exciting causes of wakeful- 
ness are: 


First, long-continued or exces- 
sive intellectual activity, or. any 
powerful emotion of the mind. 


Second, positions of the body 
which tend to result in unnatural 
circulation. This is a far more 
profound observation than it may 
seem to be. In some types of men- 
tal disturbance the patient's mind 
is absorbed in the contemplation 
of frightful illusions. Under these 
circumstances he is afraid to close 
his eyes in sleep and ignores all 
disposition to slumber. He ob- 
stinately refuses to gu to bed and 
place himself in a recumbent posi- 
tion. He insists on remaining in 
the chair or standing in an erect 
position all night.

A 
South Set, 
Could Have 
Made Slam 


By Ely Culbertson 


T is not at all unsual for a de 
| carer to make a play that he 

himself feels has little or no 
chance of success. The reason for 
this peculiar action is that he can 
see no alternative. If there really 
is no alternative, his virtually hope- 
less play may be the best available, 
but he owes it to himself to survey 
the field carefully before making 
his decision. Consider a case guch 
as the following: 

North, dealer. 

North-South vulnerable. 

Rubber bridge. 


The bidding: 
Fast 
Pass 
Pass 


South 

1 spade 

3 diamonds 
5 spades 

6 spades Pass 

The contract was not bad con- 
sidering that if the heart ace had 
been on side, declarer immediately 
could have established a discard- 
ing opportunity for his losing club 
and claimed twelve tricks. 

When, however, West opened 
the heart queen, declarer wag in- 
formed, as emphatically as he 
could be, that the heart ace was 
not right. Perhaps he could not 
see any possibility of success un- 
less, by a miracle, West had 
opened the queen from a holding 
of A-Q-J; whatever his reasoning 
was, he covered the queen with 
dummy’s king. East won and 
from that point on declarer was 
helpless. Struggle and squirm as 
he might (and did!) he could not 
dispose of his losing club and, 
therefore, eventually had to admit 
defeat. 

As every experienced player 
knows, it is at least 1000 to 1 that 
the opening lead of a queen 
against a slam contract could not 
have been selected from a holding 
of A-Q, hence, West's actual lead 
of the queen virtually guaranteed 
that the ace was not in his own 
but in partner’s hand. Instead of 
hopelessly sacrificing dummy’s 
king, declarer should have envi- 
saged an opportunity that might 
arise through a perfectly normal 
break of cards, namely, that East, 
in addition to holding the heart 
ace with which he was marked, 
also held at least three clubs. Act- 
ing on that hope and promise, the 
opening lead should have been 
ducked in dummy. Presumably 
West would continue hearts (not 
that it would matter). Dummy 
would duck again while declarer 
ruffed. Now declarer would cash 
all his spade and diamond tricks, 
reducing dummy to the king of 
hearts and the A-8 of clubs, and 
his own hand to the K-9-2 of clubs. 
East would now be completely out 
of luck. Forced to hold the heart* 
ace, he would have to let go a 
club, andthereupon declarer would 
lead to the club ace, back to his 
own king, and cash the nine-spot 
for the fulfilling trick.
